Some Facts About Gold and Silver. 


Many people have beoorao interested In 
e free silver que-Aion since the Republi- 
an convention at St. Lojiis and a rnulti- 
ude of inquiries come up, somo of which 
•e statistical and others historical and 
w men at the moment can answer all 
them. Within a week scores of men 
jve asked what 18 to 1 means.how much 
Hoy there is in a gold dollar, and how 
3uch in a silver dollar, what the real ra- 
tobtween gold and slVaer now is, what 
he Bland-Allison act was and what the 
herman silver act was, and so on. For 
he benefit of the readers dt the Republi- 
an it will try to answer some of these 
uestious. 
Sixteen to one has reference to weight 


when used in connection with gold and 
ilver and expresses tho relative value of 
jold and silver as fixed nnder a coinage 
bill passed by congress for the free coin- 
age of gold and silver. It was fixed so 
because at th5 time 16 grains of silver 
was worth the same as one grain of gold. 
The same was true at the time us to 
ounces or pounds of gold or silver that is 
by weight any amount of gold was worth 
16 times as much a<* the same amount by 
weight ol silver was worth. - That ratio, 
however, between tho value of gold and 
silver has undergone a great change. 
Now it takes 32 grains of silver to equal 
one grain of gold in value, and if the 
country were to return to the free coinage 
of silver the ratio would have to be 32 to 
1 to make a gold dollar and a silver dollar 
equal in value. 


Under the free coinage laws when gold 


and silver were coined at the ratio of 16 
to 1, the law provided that one-tenth of a 
gold coin should bo alloy of copper or sil- 
ver and one-tenth of a silver dollar should 
be alloy of copper. The weight of a gold 
dollar was Used at1 25.8 grains. 
This is 


called standard gold but it had one-tenth 
alloy in its make up. So to find the 
amount of pure gold in the dollar we sub- 
tract one-tenth of its weight or 3.58 
grains. The remainder, which is pure 
gold, is 23.22 grains. The weight of pure 
silver in a silver dollar would of course 
be 16 times 33.22 grains which are 37

Company I» Formed to Exhibit th« B»y 


Thronglioct the Country. 


The RoentgenXKay company.of Chi- 


cago, is the first corporation organized 
to turn the cathode ray into profit. The 
company was incorporated under the 
laws of New Jersey and received its 
charter the other day. The capital 
stock is $100,000, of which $55,000 is 
subscribed and $0,000 paid in. 


The purpose of the company is to 


show the nature of the ray by means 
of the radioacope. Rooms similar to 
the phonograph exhibition rooms will 
be opened in Kew York, Brooklyn, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, New Orleans, Cincin- 
nati, St. Louis, Denver, San Francisco 
and Chicago. 


The radioscope has the Croolres ttibe, 


and is provided with the fluorescent 
screen used by Edison, so that pictures 
are thrown upon a screen instead of a 
sensitive plate. Those now interested 
in the company are Fitzgerald Murphy, 
Clarence B. Mudge, Richard M. J. Row- 
ley and Dr. Pratt.
